As I gazed upon this scene of beau- 
ty and loveliness, in imagination I 
could see. the dark-eyed 'and agile 
Minnehaha rambling up and down the 
rocky sides of the dell and wandering 
along the green banks of the little 
- stream in its rapid descent to the 
river, occasionally wading barefooted 
in the flowing waters, admiring and 
bedecking herself with the wild flow- 
ers, sometimes dancing with glee/and 
at other times standing in rapt won- 
der; gazing at the beautiful falls. 
In early days the two great tribes 


of Indians roaming over the plains of 
Minnesota were the Dacotah or Sioux 
Nation and the Ojibway or Chippewa 
Nation. 
They were inveterate ene- 
mies and were nearly always at war 
w,ith each other; finally a temporary 
peace was made between them. Dur- 
ing this interval of peace the arrow- 
maker, a^Chippewa, sat in front of 
his wigwam, on the banks of the Min- 
nehaha creek, making arrows which 
he sold to th/, various tribes. 


Mudjekee^./is (the West Wind), an 
Ojibway chief, sent his son Hiawatha, 
the prophet and teacher, on a long 
'"land important mission for the wel- 


fare of the Ojibway nation. 
On his 


way Hiawatha passed the wigwam of 
the Arrowmaker. 
Says Longfellow: 


"Only once his pace he slackened, 
Only once he paused or halted, 
Paused to purchase heads of arrows 
Of the ancient Arrowmaker,

In the land of the Dacotahs, 
Where the falls of Minnehaha 
Flash and gleam among the oak- 
trees.

On reading this native poem, among 


the mountains of Pennsylvania, over 
1,000 miles distant, I was deeply im- 
pressed with Longfellow's description 
of the falls and the Indian maiden. 
So when I came to Minnesota I deter- 
mined to visit Minnehaha. 
It was 


mid-winter, my daughter and I took 
an electric car and as we rode on the 
way to the falls, we were so far from 
the river that the landscape present- 
ed to our sight was an unbroken 
level plain—even the gorge of the 
river 100 feet in depth was not visi- 
ble to us, and when we were within 
200 yards of, the falls we observed 
an humble little creek passing under 
the railroad bridge. 
We had no 


thought that it was the world-famous 
Minnehaha creek. 
So when we ar- 


rived at the station we walked some 
distance on a perfectly level plain. 
Soon we came to a stone wall and 
then, for the first time, we realized 
that we were at the falls and the rare 
beauty and magnificence of Laughing 
Water, m the icy embrace of winter, 
hurst upon our astonished ejes. 


For a litlle while we were spell- 


bound and then we walked down a 
stone stairw ay covered with ice, some 
20 feet, and from that point we 
looked with wonder and adiniiation 
light into the icy face of Minnehaha 
Falls. 
We heard no sound for the 


thunder of the mighty cataract was 
hushed and only the low trickle of 
the tiny, dripping stream of ice water 
could be heard. Slender and massive 
columns of ice, like unto stalactites 
and stalagmites, resting upon icy con- 
volutions extended down to the floor 
of/ the falls. 
The whole face of the 


falls was frosted, apparently, with 
icy lace-work and veiled with deli- 
cately congealed gossamer handiwork 
over the entire front and sides of the 
falls. The spray and the mist had en- 
crusted the rocks, bushes, trees and 
grasses with frozen and snow-white 
foliage; even the vines hung in white 
festoons, scarcely 
concealing 
the 


brown-tinted leaves enclosed in their 
icy drapery. 


While grazing upon these beautiful 


encrustations of ice I thought this 
must be the veritable gates to the 
Palace of the Ice King. 
But in a 


s,hort time the sun broke through the 
clouds and cast all of his effulgence 
upon the scene; immediately, as by 
enchantment, the falls, the chasm,the 
encrusted rocks, bushes and trees, 


and 
everything, 
were 
apparently 


transmuted into burnished silver— 
even the floating ice crystals. Then 
I thought surely this must be the 
gateway to the Silver King's Palace. 
Then the thought came into my mind, 
if our distinguished statesman and 
orator, William 
Jennings 
Bryan, 


were present his honesty and candor 
would compel him, in the presence of 
so much silver, to \admit that silver 
had no longer a value of sixteen to 
one in gold and the currency question 
in the United States would have been 
forever settled. 
. I have now recounted the six influ- 
ential causes which have greatly op- 
erated the building up of the cities of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis and in my 
opinion they may be equally equated 
between the two cities.

Anthony's Falls may have more di- 
rectly benefitted the former city than 
the latter, yet the rapids below the 
falls have proved an injury to Min- 
neapolis and a benefit to St. Paul.

the' Jamestown Exposition. 


Norfolk, Va. March 4,—A report 


received from the Charleston Navy 
Yard, Boston, Mass., states that the 
famous old sea-fighter, the "Consti- 
tution," is now undergoing repairs, 
subsequent to a visit to the James- 
town Ter-Centennial Exposition/ to 
be held on the shores of Hampton 
Roads. The vessel has been in the 
Charleston Navy Y^ard since October, 
1897, 
where she wasv towed from 


Portsmouth, N. H., and owing . to* 
many years' neglect it will be almost 
midsummer before she will be able to 
join in the grand naval pageantry 
that will be on display during the 
period of the Jamestown Exposition. 
Only structural repairs are now being 
made on the Constitution) but a 
movement is on foot to collect the 
many souvenirs and equipment taken 
from the vessel at tne various times, 
so that she will have as near as pos- 
sible, her original appearance. 


(The Constitution fs 175 feet in 


ledgth and.42 feet in width, with a 
normal load draught of 1,970 tons'. 
No ship of ancient or modern type 
has had such a glorious career as the 
Constitution.

success that the British Admiralty 
ordered that the English 
frigates 


should not fight her unless they met 
her in -force. 
On August 19, 1812, 


she fought the Guerriere^. f or four

Under 
Commodore Bainbridge, off the coast, 
of Brazil in December"' of the same 
year, she captured the • British Fri- 
gate Java after a sharp fight. Again, 
off Cape Verde Islands in a fight that 
lasted- less than an hour the ConstituT 
tion, under Captain Stewart, captured 
both the Frigate Cyane and the Sloop 
Lavant, although these ships were far 
superior to the Constitution.

HARRISBURG LETTER 


Important Measures Being Consider- 


ed by Senate and House. 


Harrisburg, March 6.-i-Bills levy- 
ing a tax of three cents on every ton 
of anthracite and one cent on every 
ton of bituminous coal mined in 
Pennsylvania, and als» establishing 
a rigid anti-trust law along the lines 
of that in force In Ohio were the fea- 
tures of the Legislature's first ses- 
sion after the ten days' recess. Rep- 
resentative 
Howard 
of 
Cameron, 
Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, introduced a bill 
taxing coal. The anti-trust bill came 
from the Democratic side of the 
House, "being introduced by Represen- 
tative Creasy of Columbia. 
The new bills in the House include 


one by Mr. Moyer of Lebanon, tc in- 
crease the State Constabulary to 
twice the present, number. Mr. Hap- 
good of McKean introduced a bill 
making it unlawful for any judge joi 
the courts to hold "any office in any 
business corporation 
operated 
for 


profit." 
It is further provided that 


'any violation of this act shall be 
taken as sufficient cause for impeach- 
ment." 


Mr. Gearhart of Clearfield offered 


a bill to permit the killing of deer 
only from December 15 to January 
1, and imposing a penalty of $100 
Ine for violation of the proposed act. 


Mr. Creasy introduced a resolu- 


tion calling on the Auditor General 
to furnish information as to the 
Tmount f-bp state would lose annual- 
ly should the Moore Trust Company 
jilt be passed. 
This measure pro- 


vides that the stocks of trust com- 
'•>a" 
|if"3 be taxed according to book 


instead of market value. 
It is esti- 


mated that the change would reduce 
the state revenue by about $200,000. 
"\Tr. Creasy 's resolution went over 
for the time being. 
Representative Simpson of Hunt- 


ingdon introduced a bill, which, if 
•massed, would put to work on the 
public highway "every able-bodied 
male prisoner now or hereafter con- 
fined unden sentence within any jail, 
workhouse or 
industrial reforma- 
tory" for eight hours each day ex- 
cept 
Sunday and legal 
holidays. 


Prisoners 
so 
employed shall 
be 


placed under the supervision of depu- 
ties to be paid at the rate of $2.011 
per day. A prisoner escaping or at- 
tempting to escape while thus em- 
ployed shall be dealt with, as if the 
escape was made from a jail. 


Jf any person in the state /contem- 
plates becoming a *BlucK Hand" con- 
spirator he will do well to examine 
a bill introduced by Representative 
Decker of Lehigh. 
It^ imposes a 
penalty of three years' imprisonment 
and $1,000 fine on any person who 
shall "intimidate, annoy, levy black- 
mail or exhort money .by 'means of 
threats, charges or " Accusations by 
written, printed or oral communica- 
tion. 
Mr. McKean of McKean introduced 


a bill authorizing. County Commis- 
sioners to pay $2,000 annually to 
incorporate agricultural associations 
paying premiums on exhibts and 
holding annual fairs in the county; 
authorizing county auditors to pub- 
lish their annual report in at least 
two weekly newspapers, one repre- 
senting the minority party. 
Among the House bills to pass fin- 
ally was one authorizing County 
Commissioners to appropriate annu- 
ally $100 to Grand Army posts to aid 
in defraying the , expenses of Me- 
morial Day. 
This was passed by a 


vote of 131~to 1. 
J. J. Brandt.

Country Flooded For-^ Many Miles 


Around. 


Ashland, Ky., March 4, X907. 
The Big Sandy's head is among the 
mountains of Kentucky, away above 
Elkhorn, some hundreij aaH fifty 
miles from its mouth which is. at Cat- 
letsburg, where it helps make ttie 
Ohio. There have been big floods all 
through this section, the rivers have 
risen thirty and forty feet, overflow- 
ing-land, washing houses away and 
pauperizing many an hpnest .man.

The trouble in picking out good 
cotton seed all along and in planting 
the cotton too, as is known by dwell- 
ers m the belt is that the seed is fuz- 
zy and will not easily separate. 
But 


the Department has discovered a pro- 
cess of smoothing down the seed at 
the cost of about one cent a bushel 
and afterward a very cheap method 
of picking out the heavy -from the 
lignt seed by means of an air blast. 
The system has been experimented 
with on two successive crops by the 
department, and the results are good 
oeyond question. 
It means an inex- 


pensive aid to the faimer in planting 
his crop and a better crop as a re- 
salt of his planting. The process and 
the two machines involved are being 
patented, and when this is done the 
process will be thrown open to who- 
ever wants to take advantage of it.

A R O U N D T H E W O R L D 


The Grandeur of the Nation's Capital 


Graphically Depicted—A Trip 


to Mount Vernon. 


Washington, D C , February 25 — 


Washington has been called the City 
Beautiful by writeia of every ilk and 
persuasion, and having seen it, I am 
not disposed to dispute the estimate 
so neaily unanimously pronounced 
by others. Perhaps, however, had I 
seen it in June instead of February I 
would have more 
enthusiastically 


joined in its praise. 
Just now its 


trees are naked, its parks are bare, 
its skies are leaden, its streets mud- 
dy, its statues stark and rigid in the 
cold, its great building veiled in 
translucent fogs. 


But there is that in Washington 


which gives it pre-eminent charm 
and interest over every other Amer- 
ican city. It is Our national capital 
—the magnetic pole which attracts 
the needle of patriotism in every 
loyal citizen's breast whether he live 
in Maine or in Texas. When from a 
car window I caught a first glimpse 
of the dome of the great capitol 
building, 
my bosom instinctively 


swelled with patriotic pride; and 
when a few hours later I stood with 
reverent and uncovered head in the 
midst of this splendid pile, in this 
Imposing presence all petty partisan 
feeling subsided to dregs in the bot- 
tom of the cup of my better self and 
I felt as another has felt, and said 
as another has said: 
"My Country' 


May she always be right, but right 
or wrong, my country'" 
How im- 


posing its stately approaches, how 
dignified and sublime its massive lofty 
dome, how exquisite its interior deco- 
ration; its columns a replica of the 
best Grecian sculpture; its friezes 
and frescoes worthy of the chisel of 
a Praxitiles; its paintings scarcely 
inferior 
to 
the 
masterpieces of 


Michelangelo—that is, not having 
seen any of the art of either of these 
Masters, I cannot believe they could 
have done better. 


The doors of the House portico are 


of sculptured bronze and are said to 
have cost the princely sum of $45,- 
f •(» 
Two others on the Senate side 


perhaps cost as much. To a Texas 
newspaper man this is an appalling 
price to be paid for doors, but he 
supposes it is proper, confessing, 
however, his inability to reason it 
OHt. 


Interrupting the long corridor be- 


tween the two legislative houses is a 
hall, against the walls of which are 
life-sized 
statues 
of distinguished 


men of various states, two such be- 
ing allowed to each commonwealth 
by Congressional enactment. Illinois 
has given one of her niches to Fran- 
ces E Willard, the only woman so 
honored in Statuary Hall 
My under- 


stamping is that Virginia wants Robt. 
E. Lee as one of her representatives 
but that Congress has not yet given 
its consent. 
' 


Tke rotunda is 100 feet in diame- 


ter a»d rises to a height of nearly 
200 feet, the walls being adorned 
with mammoth historical paintings, 
sculptmred pioneers and frescoed il- 
lustrations of early American events. 
On the canopy is a painting, said to 
be very fine work of the brush, rep- 
resenting 
Washington 
seated 
in 


majesty with angels or some kind of 
imaginary aerial beings in full flight 
In clevds around him, and in the 
outer circle figures personifying Free- 
dom, Commerce, etc. 


The capitol occupies an area of 


nearly four acres on a commanding 
eminence. 
The central and oldest 


part 08 the building is constructed o f ' 
limestoie, and the more recent e\-1 
t«nsio*B »f marble. The corner stone 
•f the Main building was laid by 
Wartimeton in 1793, and the build- 


ing was completed in 1827, after hav- 
n.? been partly destroyed by fire by 
the British in the War of 1812. 


From the capital to the Washing- 


"o,n monument, a distance of a mile 
ind a half, is the Mall. I do not 
know what the Mall is, but in this 
case it seems to be a stretch of 
ground three blocks wide, occupied 
mainly as a public park, and inci- 


i dentallj by the botanical gardens and 
that old fossilized and antiquated 
structure, the .Smithsonian Institute. 
There is now a bill 'before Congress 
with the sanction and authority of the 
President, which has for its object 
the utilization of this large unoccu- 
pied space the erection and congrega- 
tion of all the principal public build- 
ings.
